BUDGET BLASTS 
CONGRESS HOPES 
FOR EARLY CLOSE 


Plans for Adjournment 
This Week Abandoned 
in Face of Need for 
Greater Economy. 


BY NATHAN ROBERTSON. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—(#)—A 
White House warning that additional 
economies or revenue must be found | 
to achieve the elusive goal of a bal- 
anced budget added today to the wor- 
ries of congressional leaders and threw 
into virtual discard plans for adjourn- 
ment this week. 

The tremendous task of finding an 
additional $150,000,000 or $200,000, 
OC) to bridge the treasury gap was 
piled omto congressional shoulders al- 
ready burdened with the problems of 
unemployment relief, soldiers’ bonus 
and farm aid. 


Some fiscal leaders in congress 
frankly were pessimistic over the pos: | 
sibilities of making further economies, | 
but were hesitant even to discuss the | 
potential necessity of. raising addi- | 
tional revenue with the billion-dollar 
tax bill already written into law. 

The problem was discussed thor- 
oughly, but no sobution suggested, at 
a conference last night between Presi- 
dent Hoover and republican conferees 
from the house and senate on the 
pending economy bill. 

Balance Expected. 

Senator Watson, republican leader 
of the senate, was. confident that with 
the reductions effected through the 
economy bill and slashes in the ap- 
ropriation bills, the budget would be 
alanced and with some to spare. 

President Hoover conferred further 
on the question later with General 
Charles G. Dawes, president of the 
Reconstruction Corporation, and 
James Douglas, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, who were White House 
luncheon guests. Secretary Hurley 
was summoned late 

At the conference Yast night, the re- 
publican congressional leaders told the 
president the prospects for reduced 
expenditures through the economy bill. 
and were told they were not sufficient 
to balance the budget. 

They left the White House estimat- 
ing that from $150,000,000 to $200.- 
000.000 would-have to be found -in 
economies or revenue, but offered no 
idea where it could be. developed. 

Chairman Jones of the senate ap- 
propriations committee, who was one 
of those at the White House, said to- 
day he did not see “how we can save 
very much more than we are.” He 
estimated that the economy bill. would | 
emerge from conference with a total of | 
about $100,000.00 in savings. 

Meet Today. 

Conf@rees on the economy bill will 
meet tomorrow and hope to have~the 
bill in shape within a day or two. 
Chairman McDuffie of the house con- 
ferees, said he would fight fora 
straight salary reduction for govern- 
me it employes in place of the presi- 
dent’s furlough plan adopted by the 
senate. 

Even this, however, would fall far 
short of the goal set at the “White 
House. McDuffie, incidentally, was 
critical of the president’s procedure 
in calling only the republican mem- 
bers of the conference group. 

“I had thought this economy pro- 
gram was to be conducted on a non- 
paritisan basis,” he said. “Instead 
the president is conferring now only 
with the republicans.” 

Resuming the drive tomorrow for 
an early adjournment. the senate will 
tackle the controversial problem of 
farm relief, while the house will vote 
on taking up the politically potent 
soldiers’ bonus ill.

saved the pilot from even more trying 
experiences. 

In his cockpit on June 3, Hausner 
stored four chicken sandwiches, two 
ham sandwiches, several bars of choc- 
olate, two apples and two oranges as 
well as a gallon of water and a con- 
tainer of coffee. Unless the provi- 
sions were swept off the plane when 
it phinged into the sea, Hausner, with 
careful daily rationing, might have 
conserved the supply for several 
days. 

Some doubt that he was able to do 
that was occasioned, however, by the 
fact that Captain Wilson emphasized 
his exhausted condition. Whether 
that was due largely to lack of food 
or to the fight to keep from yielding 
to a desire to sleep could only 
surmised,

White House Statement 
Quiets Pre-Convention 
Rumors.

Turbulent Vets ‘Talked Down’

WASHINGTON, June 12.—()—

‘Congress Dances’ 
Termed ‘Charming’ 


“Congress Dances,” one of the most 
charming and most unusual pictures 
appearing here in some time, is with 
us at the Rialto this week. It is billed 
as the first genuine international’ 
talkie and seems to be that and more. 

The picture was made in Germany, 
stars Lilian Harvey, an- English ac- 
tress; has Vienna, Austria, for the 
scene of its action; the czar of Rus- 
sia as the heavy lover, and Napoleon 
as the sinister menace. It is a cos- 
tume presentation depicting life at 
the time of the French general’s rise 


and fall, and, strangly enough for a 
mov’ 7 picture, actually sticks to his- 
torical data. 

The czar, incidentally, beats the 
movies at their own game by a cen- 
tury when he rings in a “double” who 
certainly has a time of it protecting 
the lively young ruler’s reputation. 
The congress which does the dancing 
is not our own august body in Wash- 
ington, as some may think by read- 
ing the title, but one representing the 
five powers of Europe following the 
defeat and exile of Napoleon. They 
gather at Vienna in 1815 to put in 
new zoning laws for Europe, but it 
all comes to naught when Napoleon 
returns from his exile. 

The picture was directed by Eric 
Charell, the Ziegfeld of Germany, and 
was filmed in three languages. Miss 
Harve¥, unquestionably an actress of 
more than ordinary appeal, played in 
the three versions, German, French 
and English. Conrad Veidt, an old 
favorite with American fans, reaches 
new heights, as does Lil Dagover, who 
recently made a picture in Hollywood. 
he picture is delightful, refreshing 
and charming. The comedy and short 
subjects are also good.
